WILSON AND TUMULTY 
K was an interesting, but at the same time pa- 
thetic, picture of the life of Woodrow Wilson 
which was drawn by Joseph Tumulty, for ten 
years the President’s private secretary, in an ad­ 
dress delivered Thursday night near Washington.

“On that fateful day,” Secretary Tu­ 
multy said, “I rode with him back from the 
Capitol to Hie White House, the echo of the 
applause still ringing in my ears. For a 
while he sat silent and pale in the cabinet 
room. At last he said: “Think what-ft 
was they were applauding! It means death 
to our young men. How strange it seems

Again Secretary Tumulty displays the brave 
side of the President. After haviiig ordered Ad­ 
miral Mayo to take Vera Cruz even though .“it 
breaks my heart,” President Wilson determined 
to ride in the funeral procession for those who died 
in the Mexican fight.
